MORE volunteers are urgently 
needed to ensure the Haverhill 
Show goes ahead. 

The future of the popular annual 
event, supported by the Weekly 
News , hangs in the balance, unless 
more people are willing to join the 
committee or offer their services in 
other ways. 

Mick Driver, who chairs the Haverhill 
Show Society, has launched an appeal for 
help after membership dropped from more 
than a dozen people to just six. 

He said: “The show might not go ahead if 
we don’t get enough people. 

“It’s the biggest entertainment event in 
Haverhill and it would be a shame if we 
can’t run it this year.” 

The show has been going for around 50 
years and is set to be held on July 3 and 4 on 
the town’s Recreation Ground. 

It raises money for the LampH charity 
which supports children and adults with 
social and learning disabilities and last year 
made a profit of around £2,000. 

Mr Driver said: “People can help in a 
small way if they just want to turn up on the 
day for a few hours. But we would like to 
hear from them now 

“People won’t be thrown in at the deep 
end. They will be given training to help 
them carry out the necessary jobs.”

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Bars pull in 
students 

STUDENTS in the region are 
big drinkers, spending an 
average of five hours in the 
pub each week. 

In contrast, they spend just 
over three hours a week 
taking part in sporting act¬ 
ivities, according to Sport 
England. 

The public body has ann¬ 
ounced a £10 million 
injection of National Lottery 
funding into universities to 
encourage more students to 
take exercise and live a 
healthier life style. 

The move comes following 
new Sport England research 
showing that students in the 
East of England are spending 
almost twice as much time in 
the bar as they are on the 
pitch. 

The initiative, called Active 
Universities, aims to encour¬ 
age more students to take up 
a sport. 

Other findings from the 
poll of students in the East 
shows nearly one in five think 
sport could help them meet a 
new boyfriend or girlfriend, 
and more than a third of 
those questioned said they 
had put on weight at univer¬ 
sity.

Maggie died in Octo¬ 
ber, 2008, from a form of 
stomach cancer normally 
only found in adults. 

Mr Vale, 50, a self- 
employed painter and 
decorator, ran in last 
year’s London Marathon 
with some friends and 


raised £10,000 for 
CLIC Sargent.

Resident hits out 
over asbestos fear 


COUNCIL chiefs have been 
blasted for demolishing a 
building containing asbestos 
next to a rubbish collection 
centre in Haverhill - while it was 
open to the public. 

Mick Driver spotted workmen 
knocking down a building next to the 
household waste recycling centre 
(HWRC) in Coupals Close while wearing 
face masks to protect them from the 
potentially deadly fibres. 

But Mr Driver, of Elmhurst Close, 
Haverhill, said he was “totally shocked at 
the lack of care given to the general 
public using the site”. 

He said: “I strongly felt that the site 
should have been closed to the general 
public while this operation was being 
carried out.

“I wonder how many people breathed 
in asbestos dust that day. I feel this 
matter should be investigated as this 
must be a serious breach of health and 
safety rules.” 

Mr Driver added: “Most of us know the 
risks of handling asbestos. There are 
messages regularly broadcast on 
television warning that asbestos dust 
can be fatal, and of the number of 
people dying each year from horrible 
diseases because of it.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “The work was carried out 
on land adjacent to the HWRC not on 
the site itself and was carried out by an 
approved contractor for the removal of 
asbestos. 


“Knowing that the work was planned 
we commissioned an independent 
health and safety check and set up air 
monitoring while the work was being 
carried out to ensure that there was no 
risk to staff or visitors of the site.” 

Asbestos became increasingly popular 
in construction in the late 19th century 
because of its sound absorption and 
resistance to heat, electrical and 
chemical damage. 

But the inhalation of fibres from the 
material has been linked to potential 
fatal diseases including lung cancer, 
mesothelioma and asbestosis. 

It has been banned across the 
European Union since 2005. 

It is estimated that more than 3,500 
people in Great Britain die each year 
from mesothelioma and lung cancer as a 
result of past exposure to asbestos.

A TAXI driver put behind 
bars for supplying cocaine to 
drug users across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has had his jail 
sentence slashed. 

Paul Massie, 49, was jailed for five 
years at Ipswich Crown Court last 
August after admitting conspiracy 
to supply cocaine. 

Massie, of Haverhill, also supp¬ 
lied the class-A drug in Suffolk. 

failed alongside him was Paul 
French, 33, who acted as a 
“storeman” for consignments of 
drugs, concealing them in his 
private safe and acting as an 
“occasional” courier, London’s 
Appeal Court heard. 

Mr fustice Coulson, sitting with 
Lord fustice Thomas and Mrs 
Justice Nicola Davies, said the duo 
were involved in a scheme to 
“import a large quantity of cocaine 
into Suffolk and Cambridgeshire”.

Neither Massie nor French, of 
Gannet Close, Haverhill, were at the 
top of the supply chain, he added, 
but performed key roles as courier 
and storemen, with Massie’s job as a 
cab driver providing perfect camou¬ 
flage. 

The conspiracy ran between 2007 
and 2008, and involved six kilos of 
cocaine, the court heard. 


Other men higher up the ladder 
smuggled the drugs into the UK, 
with Massie picking up consign¬ 
ments in his taxi - once in 
Woodford, and another time at Red¬ 
bridge railway station. 

Massie came into the conspiracy 
at the halfway point - after a 
previous courier was arrested. 

Massie’s sentence was cut to four 
years after Mr Justice Coulson 
concluded that the original five- 
year term took insufficient account 
of his guilty plea. 

French’s appeal against his 
sentence was dismissed. 

The Haverhill-based gang made 
nearly £470,500 from the illegal 
trade across both Cambridgeshire 
and Suffolk. 

Another member, Ryan Eggo, 22, 
of Church Close, Whittlesford, was 
jailed after flooding the region with 
drugs worth £1 million. 

At a confiscation hearing in 
January, Massie was ordered to pay 
£10,000 in six months or face having 
six months added to his sentence.

ALMOST 30 new school nurses 
have been appointed in a bid to 
give pupils a clean bill of health. 

Suffolk Community Healthcare (SCH) 
has appointed 28 extra nurses following 
a £705,000 cash injection from NHS 
Suffolk. 

SCH described the funding as a “sub¬ 
stantial investment” in its services, 
meaning there are now 44 members of 
nursing staff covering 33 mainstream 
schools and seven special schools across 
the county. 

The organisation is looking to create 
drop-in sessions at middle and high 
schools where students can seek health 
advice. Similar events will be organised 
for parents of primary school pupils. 

Julia Bilotta, service manager for 
health visiting and school nursing 
services, said: “This additional invest¬ 
ment from NHS Suffolk has significantly 
improved the service we are able to offer 
young people across the county. 

“The extra staff will play an important 
role by offering children and young 
people impartial, non-judgmental 
advice and help on a range of different 
issues. 

“We’ll also be concentrating on a 
number of important health promotion 
initiatives, such as reducing teenage 
pregnancies and sexually transmitted 
infections, enhancing emotional health 
and wellbeing and tackling obesity and 
smoking. 

“The nurses will be available to 
discuss any issues which may be

worrying the young people. If they are 
unable to offer appropriate support 
themselves, they will be able to signpost 
them to other agencies who will be able 
to help.” 

The team will work with teachers to 
provide personal health and social 
education and give advice on sex and 
relationships. 

Youngsters will also be able to access 
support and advice on a variety of other 
issues, such as healthy eating, smoking, 
bullying, drugs and alcohol.” 

Elaine Aylott, children’s commiss¬ 
ioning and development manager at 
NHS Suffolk, said: “The school nursing 
team is now able to offer advice and 
support to individual children and 
young people on a wide range of 
personal and public health issues which 
might otherwise cause serious and long¬ 
term difficulties in their lives.” 

Karen Webb, from the Royal College of 
Nursing (RCN), said: “The RCN has been 
calling for extra funding and support for 
school nurses for some time and we 
therefore welcome this recruitment 
drive as a step in the right direction. 

“School nurses are an invaluable 
resource for all children and their 
families, but particularly for vulnerable 
children to whom school nurses can 
sometimes be their first and only port of 
call.”

The youngsters will be 
encouraged to take part in 
local projects, design pub¬ 
licity materials and produce a 
youth newsletter.

Unprofitable weekend 
bus sendee to be axed 


A WEEKEND bus service 
between Haverhill and Sudbury 
is being axed from next week. 

Beestons Ltd, which operates as 
Constables, will only continue to run 
the 236 service from Haverhill to 
Sudbury, via Clare, on weekdays after 
March 27. 

A spokesman for the company said 
not enough people were using the 
service and the section of the route 
between Haverhill and Clare was 
currently running at a loss. 

Suffolk County Council had been 
asked to sponsor the route as it was

no longer viable as a commercial 
service. 

The spokesman said: “It has not 
been done with any malice, it is 
purely economics. 

“We have reviewed it over the past 
six to eight months and it is not viable 
to go on running it with the level of 
passengers using it. 

“We gave people ample notice since 
the beginning of February and we 
have only received three telephone 


enquiries about it and one letter. If 
Suffolk County Council did agree to 
take it on then of course we would 
consider it. 

“We know that councils are all 
having to make cuts and we run this 
purely as a commercial service with 
no help from anybody. As a company 
we are here to make a profit.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “Beestons 236 is a 
commercial service. We are aware of 
the issues with this service and we are 
looking at what, if anything, the 
county council can do to assist.”

HEROIC police officers who 
disarmed a criminal brand¬ 
ishing a rifle and saved a 
woman from falling 30ft to 
her death have been rec¬ 
ognised for their bravery. 

Pc Carl Brandwood and PCSO 
Christopher Strahm, both based in 
Haverhill, received Chief Con¬ 
stable Commendations from 
Suffolk police during a ceremony 
at the force’s headquarters 
yesterday. 

The prestigious commendations 
are awarded by the force “in rec¬ 
ognition of particularly 
professional or outstanding work”. 

Pc Brandwood received his 
commendation after disarming an 
armed man after he was called out 
to deal with a domestic incident. 

A force spokeswoman said: “The 
male opened his door to Pc 
Brandwood holding a long 
barrelled rifle, and pointed it at the 
officer who stood just three metres 
away. 

“Pc Brandwood was able to grab 
the rifle from the male and made 
the situation safe enough for other 
officers to arrest the male.” 

PCSO Strahm was also present¬ 
ed with a commendation for his 
efforts after helping to save the life 
of a 19-year-old woman. 


He and two colleagues - who are 
also to receive commendations for 
going beyond the call of duty - 
were called out to a footbridge 
where the woman was in some 
difficulty. 

The spokeswoman said: “The 
trio held the weight of the woman 
after she had stepped off a 
footbridge located 30ft above a 
road. They had to hold the woman 
for around half an hour, while 
remaining calm, compassionate 
and reassuring, until she was 
eventually pulled to safety.” 

A total of six commendations 
were made at the ceremony, and 
long service awards were also 
handed to police officers, police 


staff and specials who have 
displayed many years of loyal 
service to Suffolk police.

Fire union 
hits out at 
jobs threat 


FIREFIGHTERS’ union chiefs 
have vowed to oppose possible 
job cuts as part of a review of the 
service in Suffolk. 

They also hit out at above-inflation 
rises for the county’s chief fire officer and 
senior management. 

A spokeswoman for the county fire 
service has denied that job cuts are 
planned. 

But Steve Collins, county branch 
secretary of the Fire Brigades Union, 
claimed that senior management had 
said job losses through “natural wastage” 
had not been ruled out. 

A series of public consultation drop-in 
sessions are planned across the county 
as part of the review. 

One is due to be staged at Newmarket 
fire station on Thursday, March 25, 
between 5.30pm and 8pm. 

Mr Collins said: “As far as the draft 
action plan that’s out for consultation 
goes, it is not clear what it means for full¬ 
time posts. But we have spoken to senior 
management and they are not ruling out 
the possibility of a reduction in staffing. 

“What we’re asking for is some open¬ 
ness and honesty - not only for us as 
employees, but also for the public as 
they’re the ones that pay for the service.” 

He said the union was willing to work 
with the management to help identify 
efficiency savings. But he said they

would “strongly oppose” job cuts. 

He said the salary rises of more than 4 
per cent for the county’s chief fire officer, 
Andy Fry, were a “slap in the face” for 
firefighters whose pay increases have 
been held down to around 1.25 per cent. 

But a county fire services spokes¬ 
woman said the increases were for two 
years and had been applied according to 
a national formula to maintain differ¬ 
entials between senior posts. 

Commenting on the review, Mr Fry 
said: “We want to make sure that the 
service we offer is doing all it can to 
prevent fires, protect the public and 
respond to emergency situations. 

“In this consultation we want to 
explore how we could make changes to 
the full-time shift systems we operate, in 
order to release sufficient resources to 
improve the availability of fire engines 
crewed by part-time firefighters across 
the county, and also to improve the 
training for all of our firefighters, both 
part-time and full-time.” 

Other drop-in sessions are planned at 
Bury St Edmunds in the ARC shopping 
centre and the town’s fire station.

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MEP’s fear 
over EU tax 
proposals 

EAST of England MEP 
Vicky Ford has voiced her 
concerns regarding new 
taxes being implemented 
at a European level. 

She spoke out following 
the Parliamentary debates 
that took place in Stras¬ 
bourg this week.

MEPS are not prepared to 
let this issue fester out of 
the spotlight.”

“I always try to make 
myself available for 
cancer charities,” 
explains Leanne. “It’s my 
way of doing my bit for 
my mum.” 

“I have lovely 
memories of her from 
when I was really little,” 
she continues. 
“Memories of just being 
at home with her, 
playing in the garden, 
baking in the kitchen... 

“It’s a little thing, but 
one of my happiest 
memories is of watching 
Sesame Street and 
Neighbours with her. 
They were on every 
afternoon, one after the 
other. My mum used to 
have a nap on the sofa 
and I’d lie on her and 
watch them both - it was 
lovely.” 

Leanne’s family moved 
to Cambridgeshire, from 
Stoke, when she was 
eight. And it was soon 
after they settled in St 
Ives that Valerie was 
diagnosed. “I was so 
young, it was all a bit of a 
blur,” admits Leanne. 

“But I do remember 
her telling me. She 
already knew then that 
she’d have to have her 
right breast removed: 
she even had a 


prosthetic breast in a 
box to show me. She said 
everything would be ok, 
that she would be ok. 

But as soon as I heard 
the word ‘cancer’ I 
started crying: back in 
Stoke my friend’s mum 
had died of cancer - and 
I was scared the same 
thing was going to 
happen to her.” 


After a mastectomy, 
Valerie was prescribed 
both chemo and 
radiotherapy. “The 
radiotherapy made her 
skin really sore,” 
remembers Leanne. 
“And the chemo made 
her really, really sick. 

“I think she found 
losing her hair quite 
traumatic but she didn’t 


wear a wig, she wore 
turbans. I can still 
remember going 
shopping with her to 
buy scarves in all kinds 
of lovely colours and 
fabrics. She was so 
fashionable! And she 
was determined, I guess, 
not to let cancer ruin her 
style. 

“I’ve got a very clear 
memory of her coming 
to pick me up from 
school in a dog-check 
suit, her heels clicking. 

At the time I was 
embarrassed; I thought 
she was a real show off. 
But now I can see it in 
myself: I love clothes too 
and like to look nice.” 

Among other things, 
Valerie worked for Avon 
and Cambridgeshire 
Careers Guidance. “She 
was always so 
supportive of me and my 
dream of becoming an 
actress,” adds Leanne. 
“She used to take videos 
of me singing into work 
all the time to show her 
colleagues; I’m sure they 
all got sick of it! But she 
was really proud.” 

Although the 
treatment was gruelling, 
Valerie made a good 
recovery and, for some 
time, it looked as if she’d 
beaten the cancer into 
remission. Then, out of 
the blue, a lump

“Hairspray was 
amazing; it changed my 
life,” says Leanne, who 
comes from St Ives.

appeared in her neck: the 
cancer was back, this 
time in her lymph 
system. More 
radiotherapy followed. 

“She and my dad did 
their best to protect me 
and Simon, my little 
brother,” remembers 
Leanne. “I’d hear them 
being upset together in 
the next room, walk in 
and they’d change the 
subject straight away and 
say ‘Right. Shall we have 
a cup of tea?’... 

“It must have been so 
frustrating: every time 
she got well and started 
to get on with her life she 
got knocked back down 
again.” 

Once again, Valerie had 
seemed to recover. But 
then, while supermarket 
shopping in Huntingdon, 
she had a fall. “We all 
thought she’d hurt her 
back,” recounts Leanne. 
“She saw a chiropractor, 
had physio, took all kinds 
of tablets but it never got 
better. She was in bed for 
a couple of weeks. And 
then we found out it was 
actually the cancer - this 
time in her bones.” 

Doctors said there was 
nothing more they could 
do. “We were supposed to 
be going to Australia to 
see some of Mum’s 
family: she was one of 
eight children and five of 
them had moved out 
there,” continues Leanne. 

“One of her other 
sisters, who lives here, 
gave her reiki one day 
and Mum said she’d had 
a spiritual vision. At the 
time I thought she must 
be on too much 
medication! 

“Anyway, she came 
down to dinner and, for 
someone who wasn’t 
necessarily very religious 
or spiritual, said that an 
Indian chief had visited 
her, told her he was her 


spirit guide and said she 
should go to Australia to 
see her sisters, because it 
would be for the last 
time. 

“Whatever she said, 
whatever made her 
happy, we went along 
with because we loved 
her so much. So we went 
to Australia and it was 
amazing.” 

By then, Valerie could 
barely walk. But, 
determined to make the 
most of the time she had 
left, Leanne says her 
mum enjoyed the holiday 
and spent a lot of time 
sitting in the sun, 
creating memory books 
for her children. 

“When we got back she 
was told she had six 
months, but I don’t think 
she lived that long,” adds 
Leanne. “When she died 
we were all there. 

“I was 15, my brother 
was 11.1 didn’t properly 
cry for a long time: I saw 
my dad and my brother 
going to pieces, so I tried 
to stay strong. 

“I was doing my 
GCSEs, so I threw myself 
into that. And I threw 
myself into my singing 
and drama too. 

“It really hit me when I 
was 18 and I got a place 
at drama school, which 
was something Mum had 
always wanted me to do.” 

Leanne, who studied at 
St Ivo and Impington 
Village College before 
winning her place at 
Mountview Academy of 
Theatre Arts in London, 
auditioned for Hairspray 
while she was still at 
college. 

Being a curvy girl, she 
says she felt the part was 
perfect for her: when she 
finally bagged the role 
(after auditioning, on and 
off, for two years) the 
critics agreed - she won a 
whole raft of awards, 


including an Olivier for 
Best Actress in a Musical 
and a Critics Circle gong 
for Most Promising 
Newcomer. 

Since leaving 
Hairspray, starring 
alongside West End 
legend Michael Ball, 
Leanne has staged her 
own one-woman show, 
Have You Met Miss Jones?, 
which was a sell-out. The 
next step is, she says, to 
record an album and 
then, ideally, break into 
TV And she will continue 
to work on behalf of 
cancer charities too: she’s 
an ambassador for the 
national Breast Cancer 
Campaign. 

“I went to the Pink Tie 
Ball and heard a woman, 
a cancer survivor, telling 
her story,” adds Leanne. 
“It was so similar to my 
mum’s story - but she 
was still here. It made me 
realise how much things 
have moved on, how 
treatments have 
advanced: it’s proof that 
supporting cancer 
research makes a real 
difference.” 

As part of the Cards for 
a Cure fundraiser, Leanne 
has entered Hallmark’s 
Picture of Motherhood 
competition, which 
requires entrants to 
submit an image which, 
for them, epitomises 
being a mum. 

“I chose a picture of 
my mum with Simon,” 
explains Leanne. “It was 
summer, we were playing 
in the garden and she 
was well. She looks 
beautiful and happy, 
which is how I like to 
think of her.”

Tomatoes: A great way 
to get your garden going 


ASK any budding gardener 
which crops they would try 
to grow first and you’ll find 
tomatoes among the top 
answers. 

They not only taste infinitely 
better than shop-bought ones 
but are so simple to manage, 
that even if your outside space 
amounts to just a balcony or a 
tiny terrace you can still reap 
the rewards of growing your 
own. 

Still, many beginners can 
end up disappointed as their 
tomatoes either suffer 
blossom-end rot or are 
decimated by blight, where the 
stem and the fruits end up 
with brown blotches and 
become inedible, particularly 
in wet, windy summers. 

Kevin Smith, commissioning 
editor of Gardeners’ World 
magazine, says: “Few crops are 
more rewarding than 
tomatoes, and they’re easy to 
grow in any space, even a tiny 
urban balcony. 

“Don’t be put off by the 
recent cold weather, even if it 
persists for a few more weeks, 
as you can delay sowing 
tomato seeds until April, or 
even buy pot-grown plants as 
late as May. Producing a 
delicious tomato crop is easy.” 

He offers the following tips 
to help you produce healthy, 
delicious tomatoes: 

■ Water the soil or compost 
daily to ensure it never dries 
out. Pay special attention to 
plants grown in containers, as 
irregular watering causes 


nutritional imbalance, leading 
to low calcium take-up, which 
causes blossom end rot. 

■ Keep your plants well fed. 
For tomatoes grown in pots 
and bags, watering by itself 
won’t be enough to ensure 
healthy growth. Feed tomatoes 
weekly with a high-potash 
fertiliser, increasing the 
frequency as the plants grow 
larger or if leaves show signs of 
discolouring. 

■ Train tomatoes to canes or 
supports. Different types will 
require different training. For 
example bush tomatoes will 
need little, if any, training. 
However, most other tomatoes 
are trained as single stems, or 
cordons, and the main shoot 
needs to be tied upright to a 
cane or support. 

■ Pinch out tips. Outdoor 
cordon tomatoes will usually 
form three or four trusses of 
fruits during the season. Pinch 
off the tip of the main shoot a 
leaf or two above the fourth 
flower truss. You can leave 
greenhouse plants to grow on. 

■ Combat blight disease. 
Warm, humid weather pro¬ 
vides the perfect conditions for 
blight disease which attacks 
tomatoes and potatoes. This 
fungus disease spreads rapidly 
via airborne spores when 
conditions are right. Keep an 
eye on the weather and, if these 
conditions occur, use a 
preventive fungicide spray 
straight away to stop the blight 
spores infecting your plants.

TEN people were 
arrested and 34 
vehicles seized in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s biggest 
operation using an 
automatic number plate 
recognition system. 
Police and partnership 
agencies used the 
cameras to clock more 
than 34,000 vehicles 
and found that three per 
cent of them registered 
hits for motoring 
offences or involvement 
with crime. 

More than 100 officers 
took part in the 
crackdown at four sites 
in the county. Those 
arrested included two 
people for going 
equipped for theft, two 
drink-drivers, a wanted 
person and one sus¬ 
pected of drug 
offences. 

Insp Nick Church said: 
“Automatic number 
plate recognition 
(ANPR) technology is 
an excellent tool in 
denying criminals the 
use of the roads. In just 
eight hours we were 
able to check more 
than 34,000 vehicles. 
“The links between 
untaxed vehicles, road 
offences and crimes 
are well documented, 
which is why oper¬ 
ations such as these 
are so important.” 

The operation, part of a 
national initiative, took 
place on Friday. It 
involved police from 
neighbouring forces 
and representatives 
from the Vehicle and 
Operator Services 
Agency, DVLA, UK 
Border Agency, Trading 
Standards, Revenue 
and Customs, Environ¬ 
ment Agency, court 
bailiffs and stolen 
equipment examiners. 
Thirty-four vehicles 
were seized for having 
no insurance and other 
offences as having no 
tax or being in a 
dangerous condition 
and 76 fixed penalty 
notices issued.

I mages such as 
these, which 
depict men and 
women who served 
at RAF Duxford 
during the Battle of 
Britain, offer a rare 
insight into life at a 
fighter station 
during the Second 
World War. 

The exhibition, 
entitled Duxford in the 
Battle of Britain, also 
serves as a poignant 
reminder of the sacrifices 
made during the 
summer of 1940. 

The opening of the 
collection marks the start 
of the Imperial War 
Museum (IWM) 

Duxford’s programme of 
events commemorating 
the 70th anniversary of 
the Battle of Britain, and 
brings visitors face-to- 
face with some of the 
heroic characters who 
flew from Duxford to win 
the battle in the skies. 

Carl Warner, research 
and information 
manager at the museum, 
said: “The interesting 
thing about the photos is 
that we do know quite a 
lot about the people in 
them and their eventual 
fate as it were - some 
involved quite tragic 
circumstances.” 

He added: “It’s a 
mixture of photographs 
showing life on an RAF 
station but with the 
added poignancy of the 
fact that not all the 
people in the photos 
survived, and some were 
buried locally.” 

Duxford in the Battle 
of Britain depicts the 
prominent role played by 
RAF Duxford in the aerial 
combat that changed the 
course of the Second 
World War. 

Many of the “ace” 
pilots based at RAF 
Duxford obtained heroic 
status. In addition to the 
celebrated Douglas 
Bader, pilots such as

Lawson and Wallace 
Cunningham showed 
immense courage in the 
face of the enemy. 

These fresh-faced 
young men stare out 
from iconic black and 
white images, captured 
forever at a key moment 
in wartime history - and 
unsure of the eventual 
outcome of the conflict 
they fought. 

During the Battle of 
Britain, RAF Duxford was 
a sector station in 12 
Group, responsible for 
directing fighters into 
battle. 

It was also responsible 
for a satellite station at 
Fowlmere, which was 
used by RAF Duxford 
fighters. 

The role of Duxford 
and Fowlmere was to 
protect the Midlands 
and East Anglia from 
attack and to assist the 
fighters of 11 Group, 


_ 


protecting London and 
the South East. 

RAF Duxford hosted 
pilots of many 
nationalities during the 
Battle of Britain. In 
addition to Great Britain, 
pilots from Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand, 
Poland and the United 
States were stationed at 
Duxford. 

No 19 was the only 
squadron to be based at 
Duxford or Fowlmere for 
the duration of the Battle 
of Britain. 

Over the summer of 
1940, many other 
squadrons called 
Duxford ‘home’, flying 
Hurricanes, Spitfires and 
even the Defiant turret- 
fighter. 

In addition to fighter 
pilots, Duxford housed 
the ground crew and 
additional staff needed 
to efficiently run the 
station, including the 
Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force and civilian 
personnel undertaking 
vital communications 
work in the Operations 
Room. 

During the first 
months of 1940, 
Duxford’s squadrons 
patrolled North Sea 
convoys. They then 
provided aerial cover for 


the evacuation of 
Dunkirk, before the 
Battle of Britain began in 
earnest in fuly 1940. 

By September 1940, 
Duxford’s squadrons 
were regularly protecting 
11 Group’s airfields while 
its squadrons were on 
sortie. 

This marked the start 
of one of Duxford’s 
famed roles in the Battle 
of Britain, as the home of 
the “Big Wing”. 

Many of the 
photographs in this 
exhibition were taken by 
Stanley Devon, a 
photojournalist. An 
official RAF 
photographer, he was 
sent to Duxford during 
the Battle of Britain to 
record activities on a 
typical fighter station. 

Duxford in the Battle 
of Britain runs from mid- 
April to December. There 
is no need to book and 
admission to this 
exhibition is included in 
the standard admission 
price to the museum.

Death of a TV star will 
bring on the chuckles 


TOM Conti, actor, writer and British 
theatre favourite, is enjoying his 
morning coffee when I call to find 
out about his latest show, which 
comes to Cambridge next week. 

Written by Eric Chappell, the pen behind 
Rising Damp, Wife After Death is a comedy 
exploring the emotions and practicalities 
surrounding the death of a popular television 
personality. It may not immediately sound 
like a classic recipe for chuckles but, for 
Conti, when he received the script, it was 
love at first sight. 

“The playwright sent the play to me last 
year and I read it and was instantly taken by 
it, I thought it was just terrific 
entertainment,” he enthuses. “So I set about 
putting a production together. 

“It’s about a comic, someone like Ronnie 
Corbett or Ronnie Barker, someone beloved 
of the nation, who suddenly drops dead. And 
the main people in his life - his agent, his 
wife, friends etc - all gather for the funeral 
and, of course, the awful thing for them is 
that the rent has gone. He was their source 
of income for decades and now he’s gone! 
And they’re in a bit of a panic. 

“The character that I play was very close 
to him. He’s lost his chum, so is feeling truly 
bereaved. But of course things start to be 
discovered, and that’s the fun of it all. 

“He’s good fun because he’s 
curmudgeonly. He’s the kind of character 
that the Brits like - politically incorrect, 
irrational, a no-nonsense guy.” 

As well as starring in the show, Conti is 
also directing - or organising the coffee 
breaks, as he prefers to call it. 

“It’s a grand term, directing, and it’s not a

particularly grand process because when 
you choose good actors they pretty well 
direct themselves. They don’t have to be told 
what to do, you just have to make sure 
everybody’s doing the same play and in the 
same style, and decide where the doors and 
the windows are. And when to have coffee, 
which is the most important decision,” he 
adds, with a laugh. 

Before becoming the familiar face of stage 
and screen that we know and love today, 
Conti studied at the Royal Academy of Music 
and Drama, changing courses midway from 
music to drama. 

Since then, he has worked on a host of 
productions for film, TV, theatre and radio. 
Undoubtedly one of his most iconic roles 
has been that of moustachioed latino 
bartender, Costas, in the romantic comedy 
classic, Shirley Valentine. 

“It was hugely enjoyable to make,” says 
Conti. “Pauline [Collins, who plays the

stuck-in-a-rut heroine] and I were already 
good friends. We actually live in the same 
road and our daughters went to school 
together and remain close friends; now 
they’re both mothers of young children. So 
there was a very nice bond even before we 
started the movie. It was a pleasure to do 
and Pauline is one of the greatest actresses 
we have. Working with people like that is a 
pleasure.” 

Among his many roles, his favourite, and 
the one which has remained with him 
longest, Conti explains, is that of Adam 
Morris, a Cambridge University student, who 
Conti has revisited several times in over 30 
years. 

“He first came to life in the mid-70s in a 
television series called The Glittering Prizes, 
which was about a group of people at 
Cambridge University. It was hugely 
successful in many different countries, 
particularly America. We’d been trying to do 
a sequel, to look at these characters 20 
years on in their lives, and we almost got it 
onto television but then something 
happened. It’s very difficult to get characters 
on television these days who are 
academically bright and speak well... So 
we did it on Radio 4 over a year ago with the 
characters 20 years older than when we’d 
left them, and we’ve just completed a third 
one, where my character, who started off as 
a student of 18/19, is now 71 by the end of 
it. 

“All those characters have been with me 
for 35 years of my life, which is an 
extraordinary thing. I think that would be my 
favourite character of my career.” 

Despite his many enjoyable experiences 
as part of large-scale films and television 


series, theatre 
remains Conti’s passion 
and one which he plans 
to continue pursuing. 

“Finally I hope to come 
down definitely on the side of 
the theatre, simply because 
there’s nothing between the 
actor and the audience. In the 
mechanical media there is an 
army of people which comes 
between the actors and the 
audience. But that doesn’t happen 
in the theatre. It’s just us and we 
do the work together. The 
audience works too. It doesn’t know it 
works but it does. It gives off signals 
which we use to make the evening go 
properly.” 

Conti is certainly a man who knows what 
he likes - and doesn’t like for that matter. 
Despite his deep love of theatre, we’re 
unlikely to see Conti raging against the 
elements as King Lear any time soon. It 
might be the traditional role to aim for, with 
theatre greats from Laurence Olivier to Ian 
McKellen taking their turn as the mad 
king, but as Conti explains: “I don’t have 
a budding desire to what they call ‘Give 
my Lear’. I’m a huge fan of 
Shakespeare -1 enjoy reading it. But 
I don’t like watching it.”

The big film 



GREEN ZONE (15,114 mins)

WHEN American and British forces 
withdraw completely from Iraq - a 
military strategy which seems 
unthinkable seven years into the 
campaign - the lasting legacy won’t 
be peace and democracy. 

It will be a deep-rooted suspicion 
that the infamous weapons of mass 
destruction (WMDs), the supposed 
justification for the invasion, never 
existed. 

The recent Iraq inquiry, chaired by 
Sir John Chilcot, provided no firm 
answers. 

Award-winning British filmmaker 
Paul Greengrass and actor Matt 
Damon, the driving forces behind 
The Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, put forward one 
scenario in this riveting thriller. 

Based on the book Imperial Life In 
The Emerald City: Inside Iraq’s 
Green Zone by journalist Rajiv 
Chandrasekaran, Green Zone is a 
breathless two hours of adrenaline¬ 
pumping action and political 
manoeuvring that places as much 


emphasis on emotionally charged 
dialogue as the set pieces. 

The film opens with a deafening 
bang on March 19,2003, in 
Baghdad as Saddam Hussein’s 
trusted general, Al Rawi (Naor), 
flees his headquarters in the midst 
of an Allied blitzkrieg. 

Four weeks later, US Army warrant 
officer Roy Miller (Damon) and his 
team career through the war torn 
capital on the hunt for WMDs. Yet 
again, they draw a blank and Miller 
voices his frustrations, suspecting 
bogus intelligence. 

A tip-off from a local, Freddy 
(Abdalla), leads Miller and his crew 
to a meeting of Saddam’s high- 
ranking advisers including Al Rawi. 
The general escapes but another 
man is apprehended and Miller uses 
Freddy as a translator to interrogate 


the suspect about a notebook in his 
possession. 

“He says the book has names and 
locations of El Rawi’s safe houses,” 
reveals Freddy. 

Returning to base, Miller bypasses 
scheming Pentagon official Clark 
Poundstone (Kinnear) and his 
minion Major Briggs (Isaacs), and 
delivers the book to local CIA chief 
Gordon Brown (Gleeson), who asks 
for discretion. 

“I thought we were all on the same 
side,” replies Miller. “Don’t be 
naive,” mocks Brown. 

Green Zone is distinguished by tour- 
de-force direction, galloping through 
the streets of Baghdad with 
handheld cameras so we remain 
uncomfortably close to Miller as he 
risks his life for a country he was 
entrusted to tear apart.

Store-bought tomatoes? 
Easier to grow your own 


sk any budding 
gardener which crops 
\they would try to grow 
first and I guarantee that 
tomatoes would be among 
the top answers. 

They not only look and taste 
infinitely better than shop-bought 
ones, but there are so many 
varieties from which to choose that 
even if you only have a hanging 
basket you can plant a cascading 
type which will give you dozens of 
sweet, cherry tomatoes. 

However, many beginners can 
end up disappointed, as their 
tomatoes either suffer blossom end 
rot, or are decimated by blight, 
where the stem and the fruits end 
up with brown blotches and 
become inedible, particularly in 
wet, windy summers. 

Kevin Smith, commissioning 
editor of Gardeners’World 
magazine, which is launching a 
Grow Your Own Week campaign 
from March 29, says: “Few crops are 
more rewarding than tomatoes, 
and they’re easy to grow in any 
space, even a tiny urban balcony. 

“Don’t be put off by the recent 
cold weather, even if it persists for a 
few more weeks, as you can delay 
sowing tomato seeds until April, or 
even buy pot-grown plants as late

as May. Producing a delicious 
tomato crop is easy.” 

He offers the following tips to 
help you produce healthy, delicious 
tomatoes: 

■Water the soil or compost daily to 
ensure it never dries out. Pay 
special attention to plants grown in 
containers, as irregular watering 
causes nutritional imbalance, 
leading to low calcium take-up, 
which causes blossom end rot. 

■ Keep your plants well fed. For 
tomatoes grown in pots and bags, 
watering by itself won’t be enough 
to ensure healthy growth. Feed 
tomatoes weekly with a high- 
potash fertiliser, increasing the 
frequency as the plants grow larger 
or if leaves show signs of 
discolouring. 

■ Train tomatoes to canes or 
supports. Different types will 
require different training. For 


example, bush tomatoes will need 
little, if any, training. However, most 
other tomatoes are trained as single 
stems, or cordons, and the main 
shoot needs to be tied upright to a 
cane or support. 

Pinch out tips. Outdoor cordon 
tomatoes will usually form three or 
four trusses of fruits during the 
season. Pinch off the tip of the 
main shoot a leaf or two above the 
fourth flower truss. You can leave 
greenhouse plants to grow on. 

■ Combat blight disease. Warm, 
humid weather provides the 
perfect conditions for blight 
disease which attacks tomatoes 
and potatoes. This fungus disease 
spreads rapidly via airborne spores 
when conditions are right. Keep an 
eye on the weather and, if these 
conditions occur, use a preventive 
fungicide spray, such as Sitahen 
945, straight away to stop the blight 
spores infecting your plants. 

The greenhouse is die obvious 
place to grow tomatoes as you can 
give them a longer season and are 
likely to get bigger crops than if you 
grow them outdoors. 

Indoor tomatoes can be sown in 
March in a heated propagator set to 
a minimum of 15C, but preferably a 
little higher. 

Outdoor tomatoes should be 
started off indoors eight or nine 
weeks before it’s safe to plant 


outdoors in your area. In colder 
areas, wait until April. 

Two years ago, during the wet 
summer (which is the sort of 
weather tomatoes hate) the 
magazine held a trial of container- 
grown tomatoes to discover which 
performed best. The overall top 
choice was Apero FI’, a rich, red 
cherry tomato with a slightly 
elongated shape, followed by 
‘Tomatoberry FI’, which produced 
an abundance of delicious, 
strawberry-shaped fruits on trailing 
trusses. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Mahonia 

These evergreen shrubs are 
valued for their honey-scented 
flowers in late winter and early 
spring, as well as their spiky foliage 
which comes in different shades. 
Most types have either rounded 
clusters or starburst spikes of 
yellow flowers which last for many 
weeks in the winter, followed by 
purple or black berries. 

Mahonias like fertile soil with 
added organic matter and do best 
in full or partial shade, where the 
soil is moist. Prune after flowering, 
lightly cutting back shoots which 
spoil the shape. If you’re after 
contrasting foliage, go for the low- 
growing M. aquifolium Apollo’, 
whose leaves turn a rich purple hue 
in autumn.

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Cars’ C02 output is falling fast 


Delta’s E-4 Coupe: Northamptonshire firm’s design will hit 
60mph in less than five seconds and go 200 miles 
between charges. 


THE C02 output of 
cars is dropping 
dramatically, and 
everybody is doing 
their bit to ensure 
this cut in harmful 
gases continues. 

The 330,000 British 
motorists who have so 
far bought new cars 
under the Government’s 
scrappage scheme, thus 
condemning older, 
more polluting cars to 
the wrecker’s yard, have 
helped boost the fall in 
carbon dioxide 

emissions. 

However, the whole 
motor industry has 
knuckled down to 
deliver a far more 
planet-friendly 
approach to making, 
and running, cars. 

And the race is on to 
hit the target of an 
average 130g/km 
emissions by 2015, laid 
down by Europe’s 
rulers. 

Already, almost a 
third of all new cars 
sold in the UK in 2009 - 
27.6% - emitted less 
than that figure, but 
Italian car giant Fiat can 
go one better than that. 

Just three months 
into 2010, Fiat has 
logged a C02 average of 
just 127.8g/km, com¬ 


pared with its 
133.7g/km in 2009, 
putting it ahead of of 
Toyota (130.1g/km), 
Peugeot (133.6g/km), 
Renault (J37.5g/km), 
Citroen (137.9g/km), 
and Ford (140.0g/km). 

Toyota has joined the 
Clean Energy Partner¬ 
ship (CEP), adding 
impetus to CEP’s aim of 
developing a network of 
hydrogen filling 
stations throughout 
Germany. 

The Japanese car 
maker will hand over 
five hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicles next year to 
help support the 
project, as it continues 
to develop both hybrid 
and all-electric vehicles, 
such as the FT-EVII 
concept revealed at the 
Geneva Motor Show 
this year. 

Tadashi Arashima, 
president of Toyota 
Motor Europe, says: 
“We firmly believe that 
fuel cell hybrid vehicles 
will play a major role in 
reducing emissions and 
achieving sustainable 
mobility. 

“Toyota aims to 
commercially produce 
fuel cell vehicles around 
20 J5. To achieve this, a 
hydrogen charging 
infrastructure is 


necessary, so close ties 
between car manu¬ 
facturers and infra¬ 
structure companies 
are vital.” 

Meanwhile, Volks¬ 
wagen’s TSI engines 
have been awarded an 
environmental 
commendation by TUV 
Nord, a leading global 
research and assess¬ 
ment company, after 
finding the TSI engines 
had significantly 
improved environ¬ 
mental characteristics, 
thanks to significantly 
lower fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions. 

However, a British 
firm wants to go one 
better, and produce the 


most environmentally 
friendly car on the 
planet. 

Delta Motorsport, 
based at the Silverstone 
Circuit Technology Park 
in Northamptonshire, is 
chasing a JO million US 
dollar (£6.67 million) 
prize put up by 
American car insurer 
Progressive Insurance, 
and is so far the only 
UK contender in the 
competition to find the 
world’s most environ¬ 
mentally friendly car. 

Delta has come up 
with an electric car, the 
E-4 Coupe, which aims 
to meet, and beat, the 
tough contest criteria of 
being able to go 200 


miles between charges, 
and be production- 
ready. 

Already, the E-4 can 
hit 60mph in under five 
seconds, and it has a 
top speed well in excess 
of JOOmph. Let’s hope 
the Delta achieves 
success, as it will go a 
long way towards 
cementing the future of 
all-electric motor cars. 

Even car hire giant 
Europcar is 

contributing to the 
drive for cleaner air. It 
has ordered 500 electric 
vehicles from Renault, 
which will be available 
to rent next year in 
major European cities. 

The Renault models 
include the Fluence 
four-door family 
saloon, the Twizy city 
car, and the Kangoo van 
for business clients. 

Finally, even 

motorsport is now 
presenting a 

sustainable face to the 
world - there’s an 
alternative energy 
racing day at the Santa 
Pod raceway in 
Northamptonshire on 
April 23, with cleaner, 
greener vehicles hitting 
the famous drag strip.

ONE supercar that is holding 
its value well is the £78,000, 
4.2-litre Maserati Gran¬ 
Turismo, according to the 
used car experts at Glass’s 
Guide. Only around 200 of 
them sell in the UK each 
year, and Glass’s Guide says 
it is outstripping other 
supercar residual values by 
retaining an impressive 77 
per cent of its original cost 
after one year and 13,000 
miles. 

And they’re in such 
demand that dealers are 
prepared to pay over the 
odds for a used 
GranTurismo on the rare 
occasions they come across 
one, adds Glass’s. 

Second in the residual 
values list is the Porsche 
911 C2S Tiptronic, which 
holds 76 per cent of its value 
after one year and 13,000 
miles. 


Meanwhile, small family 
hatchbacks -1.6-litre petrol 
models have been a 
standard example - show 
big price differences from 
one brand to another, says 
Used Car Expert magazine. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge 
looked at a selection of the 
best-selling small family 
hatchbacks and compared 
the price of three-year-old 
examples against their new 
price. 

“Many new car buyers will 
have lost up to 50 per cent 
of their money after 36 
months, and with the 
average mileage for these 
motors at under 30,000 in 
most cases, used car buyers 
have a great opportunity to 
buy reliable vehicles, with at 
least 50,000 to 70,000 miles 
of reliable motoring left in 
them, at half price,” says 
Tumbridge.

The effects of 
scrappage 'will 
be long-lasting’ 


A NEW era is about to 
dawn on Britain’s used 
car market - all thanks to 
the Government’s 
scrappage initiative. 

The scrappage scheme is 
now in its final days - it 
finishes at the end of March - 
but web vehicle retailer 
Carsite.co.uk says its effects 
will be long-lasting. 

Come April, cost- 
conscious motorists looking 
for a quality vehicle within 
the £4,000 to £6,000 bracket 
will find buying a used car a 
more accessible route, says 
the website’s sales director 
Alistair Jeff. 

“That £4,000 to £6,000 
price range will, with 
scrappage, enable drivers to 
buy a new car until the end 
of March. Next month, 
demand in this bracket for 
second-hand models will 
surge as new cars become 
less value for money,” 
explains Jeff. 

In a reflection of the 
growing demand for quality 
used cars, trade values for 
popular models costing from 
£4,000 to £6,000 increased by 
almost £200 between 
February and March, he 
adds. 

Giving examples, Jeff says, 
from February to March, the 
value of a 2007 Vauxhall 
Corsa increased by £180, a 
2007 Kia Picanto rose by 
£130, and a 2007 Hyundai 
Getz appreciated £100. 

“Following the removal of 
scrappage allowances, the 


cheapest price of a new car 
will be around £6,500. Thus, 
Carsite expects a sudden 
increase in demand for 
better-equipped, and better- 
value, second-hand models,” 
comments Jeff. 

“The scrappage scheme’s 
effects will be long-lasting. 
The market is still healthy, 
but many buyers are working 
with restricted finances. 
Demand for good value and 
nearly-new vehicles will 
increase, but supply is still 
restricted, and so prices will 
rise. This means we’re 
looking at a new era for the 
second-hand market,” Jeff 
explains. 

Meanwhile, small family 
hatchbacks - 1.6-litre petrol 
models have been as a 
standard example - show big 
price differences from one 
brand to another, says Used 
Car Expert magazine. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge 
looked at a selection of the 
best-selling small family 
hatchbacks and compared 
the price of three-year-old 
examples against their new 
price. 

“Many new car buyers will 
have lost up to 50 per cent of 
their money after 36 months, 
and with the average mileage 
for these motors at under 
30,000 in most cases, used 
car buyers have a great 
opportunity to buy reliable 
vehicles, with at least 50,000 
to 70,000 miles of reliable 
motoring left in them, at half 
price,” says Tumbridge.
